When the losses 
are estimated in the Spring they 
will doubtless be heavy, Altho’ 
ranchers are feeding, this does 
not counteract the’ shrinkage. 
Much of the weaker stock is dy 
ing. 

Mendenhall brothers and the 
Ross ranch havealready suffered 
considerable losses. McIntyre 
has purchased practically all of 
the available hay in the district 
and is rushing it to his cattle, 

Ray Knight, on his return from 
his sheep in the Provost district, 
made this staterrent: ‘‘My sheep 
are cloing fairly well considering 
the severe weather. Of course, 
there is only about half the snow 
there as here.”’ 


O. A. Woolley and Bern Brad 
shaw are reported to bave lost in 
the neighborhood of 250 sheep. 
The Leader saw sheep just off 
the range that had portions of 
their body falling off having been 
exposed to the pitiless elements. 

The conditions on the southern 
ranges are grave indeed and the

T 1S surprising how much a clever 
girl may accomplish with her 
clever fingers. She is able to make 
out of pleces and scraps things 

which cost perfect dollars In the shops. 
Bhe seems to have a little invisible 
wand about her somewhere, for she is 
always able to transform quite hopeless 
propositions into interesting and accom- 
plished facts. She usually dresses on 
mext to nothing a year, and ts the best- 
dresssd girl in her community, at that. 
She can transform a room without 
eeemingly adding one thing to it. In 
short, she is the miraculous sort of 
being who is perfectly capable of mak- 
ing a new coat for baby out of father’s 
old high silk hat. And you may be 
eure that everybody will admire the 
‘coat! 

Now, these girls aren't so scarce as 
one might imagine from the description. 
Quite a number of them are reading 
about themsélves this very minute. For 
it's my opinion that every girl who 
bothers to read an article on how to 
make things has that inborn ability of 
making them afterward. Perhaps she 
doesn't always know it; but if she will 
take it on trust and begin, it won't be 
long before she finds it out. 

And you can make so many pretty 
things! The things I'm especially tell- 
ing you about today only begin the story. 
But we must agree it's a good begin- 
ning, for the top of the desk and the top 
of the dresser table are quite frequently 
‘neglected or uninteresting in appear- 
ance, for the fittings to be bought for 
them are either quite homely or very, 
very expensive. 

These dressing table and desk fittings 
can, for ‘the most part, be made out of 
cardboard and cretonne. And every 
one knows how cheap cardboard 1s; 
and some people even know that cre- 
tonne, and good-looking cretonne, too, 
may be bought for as low as 20 cents 
@ yard, So you see that cleverness and 
c form the largest part of this par- 
ticular proposition, 

A satisfactory way to make a desk 
blotting pad is to first cut a piece of 
very heavy cardboard the proper size. 


Of lighter-welght cardboard cut four 
ners, which should form a perfect 
angie. Cretonne pieces for cover- 

must be cut a half inch larger all 

nd. Turn in and paste on to the 
dboard corners at the longest edge. 
Then adjust the covered corners to 


the cardboard pad back, turning the 
cretonne cdges on it and gluing. Slip 
two or three blotters, cut the correct 
size and of a harmonizing color, under 


ithe corners. Line the pad back with 
tpaper or poplin in cotton or eilk, 
An individual blotter, one of the 


usual convenient oblong shape, may be 
supplied with a cretonne top cover, Cut 
a plece of cardboard a fraction of an 
inch larger all around, Punch at each 
end two heat eyelets, a half inch apart. 
Cut a piece of cretonne with a half-inch 
margin all around, Work four button- 
holes in it to correspond with the eye- 
lets In the cardboard. Paste it on the 
cardboard with the buttonholes in the 
correct position, turn the margins under 
and glue them, Line with paper. 
Punch eyelets In the blotter or blotters 
and run a harmonizing ribbon through, 
bringing the ends on to the cretonne 
cover, and tie In a bow. 
The inkwell looks quite complicated. 
‘And the simplest way, really, is to buy 
a glass inkwell of the shape you want, 
covering the sides and bottom with a 
sewed cover of cretonne, drawing the 
upper edges of the sides under a piece 
of antique gilt braid, But this inkwell 
fis a smal] glass one fitted into a carmd- 
oard shApe covered with cretonne. 
‘The size of the base is first decided on 
jand drawn out on a piece of the card- 
Hoard, Extensions for the four sides 
‘are then drawn on, with a square plece 
Ithe size of the width of the extension 
drawn out of each corner, This pattern, 
which resembles a very “fat’’ cross, is 
then cut out and the extensions are 
creased inward on the body. Bring 
them up to a pleasing élant and cover 
with cretonne, turning the edges in top 
and botiom, Fit a square box inside 
to fit the opening and the inkwell, 
Cover the inkwell lid with cretonne, It 
4s sometimes possible to find an ink- 
well in glass shaped something like 
this picture. In which case its cover- 
ing with cretonne would be quite sim- 
le. 
The paper-and-envelope pack is made 
in ten pieces, The cardboard is cut 
first, and the ten pieces are as fol- 
Jows: The bottom, the back, the front, 
‘tthe two ends, the dividing partition and 
four inner end pieces, two for each end, 
which are fitted in so as to hold the 

rtition firmly in position. The front, 
he two outside ends and the bottom 
imay be cut all in one piece of the cre- 
tonne,/which should be doubled, #o that 
two are cut at once, Place the right 
gides together and stitch the might size, 
so that when turned the four pieces of 
cardboard may be slipped into position 
and the open edges overseamed. Cover 
the back as a separate piece, and over- 
seam on to the part of the box which is 
finished, and overseaim the lower edges 
of the ends to the bottom, Cover the 
partition piece and the four inner end 
pieces. Slip the latter in and fasten 
with glue. Between each pair thero 
pnould be a sulficlent space to asiip in 
the partition, which should be, by this 
means, held firmly in position, 

As a help toward the making of the 
@quare boxes shown in another cut, 
will ea rule for the cutting. Draw 
the desired shape of one end on the 
cardboard; extend from this the sha 
@2 the front side; extend from that 


dimension of the other end, “and next” 
the dimension of the back side. These 
should not be separated from each oth- 
er, they should be on a straight line, 
and should be the same width, From 
one long edge of the front side draw the 
shape of the box bottom. Its length 
will be the length of the side; its width 
the length of the end. Before cut- 
ting these five pieces apart lay the

whole pattern on the doubled cretonne 
and cut the double cover, allowing a@ 
half-inch margin. With the right sides 
facing, stitch this around, leavi the 
outer edges of the long side of the 
box bottom open, and turn, Then cut 
apart the five pleces of cardboard, Slip 
the separate pleces in one at a time in 
the order drawn, and stitoh in securely. 
The box bottom is the last one to go in. 
The open edges are overseamed, and 
the box is overseamed together. The 
lid is covered separately and attached 
to the box by an inner hinge of the 
material, 


The wastebasket is not so difficult as 
it looks. A circular bottom is first cut 
of the cardboard. And then a large 
lece of cardboard, the desired height, 
8s cut, its other dimension being the cir- 


cumference of the circular bottom. The 
large Blece and the circular piece are 
covered separately. The large 


plece is 
formed into a circle by overseaming to- 
gether its two side edges. 30th the 
sleces should have been lined on the 
nside with paper, and covered on the 
Outside with cretonne. The body of the 
Wastebasket, which is now round, 
should be overseamed to the circular 


bottom. Both the top and bottom are 
ornamented with tarnished gold braid. 
A strip is also run down each gide, one 
hiding the overseamed joining of the 
body. Wastebaskets can also be made 
four-sided, 

A round bonbon box is almost too
